Swaps, which made his first season in 
stud this year in California, arrived last 
week at John W. Galbreath’s Darby Dan 
Farm, Lexington, where he will stand in 
1958. The 5-year-old son of *Khaled is 
owned by Rex C. Ellsworth. who bred 
him, and Galbreath. 


Swaps’ 19 victories included the June Ju- 
venile Stakes at 2; the Santa Anita, Ken- 
tucky, and American Derbys. and the San 
Vicente, Will Rogers. and Californian 
Stakes at 3; and the Argonaut, Inglewood, 
American, Hollywood Gold Cup. Sunset, 
and Washington Park Handicaps at 4. The

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NEWS OR NOT 


ARH, 1956 


The first copy of American Race Horses 
1956, made its appearance in the offices 
of The Blood-Horse on August 12, after 
a series of unavoidable delays in the 
final stages of production. It may be 
ordered now from the American Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association (Box 1520, 
Lexington, Ky.), which sponsored its pub- 
lication; from A. S. Barnes and Company 
(232 Madison Avenue, New York City). 
which handled the publication, through 
the Countryman Press. of Woodstock, Ver- 
mont; from the Copp Clark Company, of 
Toronto, the Canadian publishers; or from 
local bookstores. 

The popular edition, in buckram bind- 
ing like that of the first 20 volumes in the 
series, is priced at $5. The leather-bound 
edition will sell at $25. 

The American Race Horses series was 
founded and maintained for 20 years 
under the sponsorship of Alfred Vander- 
bilt, who made a contribution to the his- 
tory of American racing by guaranteeing 
the publication costs. Beginning with the 
1956 volume, the series was taken over by 
the American Thoroughbred Breeders As- 
sociation, which had the format revised. 
reduced the shelf height from 12 to 914 
inches. and authorized a low-priced edi- 
tion in order to make the book useful to 
a larger number of readers. 


In addition to full-length stories on 10 
of the leading runners in each of 3 age 
divisions. the 1956 book includes shorter 
stories on 144 other prominent horses. 
There are numerous pedigrees and photo- 
graphic illustrations. The longer stories 
were written by J. A. Estes, the others by 
Warren Schweder, Dan M. Bowmar III, 
and Art Baumohl, of the staff of The 
Blood-Horse. If tentative plans for the 
1957 volume prove feasible, a considerable 
larger staff of writers, in various parts 
of the country. will be asked to share the 
work of setting down the history of North 
America’s best Thoroughbreds. 


Laurel's International 


John D. Schapiro, who recently returned 
from a 6-week tour in behalf of the Wash- 
ington, D. C., International, said last week 
he expected “at least 3 European Derby 
winners” to run in the Laurel race on 
November 11. The owners of Amber, win- 
ner of the French Derby, Ballymoss, win- 
ner of the Irish Derby, and Orsini, winner 
of the Germany Derby, were called “re- 
ceptive.” 

Schapiro listed 44 European “possibles.” 
and said he was confident that the Inter- 
national would attract at least one entry 
each from England, France, Ireland, and 


Germany, with Belgian and Italian entries 
a possibility. “In fact it’s quite possible 
we may have so many owners seeking invi- 
tations that some are bound to be disap- 
pointed due to the prospect of a large 
field.” he said. “Our screening committee 
is going to have a rough job.”

C. Pearson a few additional facts. 

In addition to a 3-furlong covered track 
and a 5-furlong open track described 
earlier, the development will include hos- 
pital facilities under the direction of Dr. 
N. J. Sibley, and a blacksmith shop. Two 
new barns are under construction, and 8 
other barns are being remodeled. There 
eventually will be stabling for 300 horses. 
Pearson expects the project to be com- 
pleted by October 1.

Cuicaco. The Hasty House Farms stable 
of Mr. and Mrs. Allie Reuben, of Toledo, 
has had a run of bad luck in 1957. Even 
last year, when the stable won $460,911, 
much misfortune befell it. 

“You must expect things like that,” said 
Allie Reuben. “We’re not whiners. We’re 
not complainers. We know the risks in- 
volved in racing.” 

Reuben, “past 60,” is an average-sized 
man with rimless glasses who is seldom ex- 
posed to the punlic without a blue suit, 
a matching polka dot tie, and a brown 
hat. Another trademark is a bulging brief- 
case that contains charts of important 
races, records of horses submitted for pur- 
chase, correspondence, and records of the 
stable’s breeding and racing activities. 
But studious application implies no im- 
munity against misfortune. 

“T would say our bad luck, if you want 
to call it that, started about 15 months 
ago when our 2-year-old colt *Hasty 
Charger died of colic at Churchill Downs. 
He was by *Royal Charger—*Pin Up Girl, 
and he cost $41,000 at the Saratoga sales. 
He had never started, but as a young 2- 
year-old in Florida he had showed more 
promise than Hasty Road at a comparable 
period. 


Knees, Ankles, Backs .. . 


“Then the following month, here in 
Chicago, *Summer Solstice chipped a 
bone in his right knee during a workout 
on the grass. He had won 2 grass stakes 
for us, and we had every reason to believe 
he would win a lot more. He was hurt so 
bad the insurance company was willing 
to pay the full $20,000 coverage on him.

*King Bruce II was bought privately in 


England last year for $17,840. He has won 3 of 13 starts this year in the U. S. 


I carry just modest insurance on all my 
horses. I made a proposition to the insur- 
ance company. I said, ‘Give us $10,000 
and we'll try to save him.’ They agreed. 
So we took *Summer Solstice to Dr. D. 
L. Proctor’s animal hospital in Lexing- 
ton, and Dr. William O. Reed operated 
on him. I took the gamble on the horse, 
because I liked him as an individual. He’s 
a gelding, incidentally. Perhaps, there 
were sentimental reasons, too. He’s back 
in racing now, but nobody knows if he’ll 
ever come all the way back.” 

A couple of months later *Mahan 
wrenched his left fore ankle in the $100.- 
000 Atlantic City Handicap. In his pre- 
vious start *Mahan had defeated Swaps 
and others in the Arch Ward Memorial 
Handicap at Washington Park. *Mahan, 
fired last December, came back to the 
races during the Balmoral meeting. in the 
spring. In the Stars and Stripes Handicap 


at Arlington Park he hit the rail and: 


severed an artery; in the left hind ankle, 
besides suffering cuts and a severe wrench. 
*Mahan has now returned to the races. 

“Queen Hopeful hurt an ankle in Flor- 
ida this past winter, and we had to retire 
her. We fired Platan the same time as 
*Mahan, and he went bad again. Then 
we had *Martini II, an Irish-bred 3-year- 
old colt; he cut himself this spring and 
got an infected leg, and he’s just ready 
to race again now. We have high hopes 
for him. He’s by Donatello II. In his 
last race as a 2-year-old he beat the colt 
that won the Irish Derby this year. What 
was his name? . . . Bally something.” A 
quick look into the briefcase told him it 


was Ballymoss, owned by John McShain, 
of Philadelphia. 

“Our 2-year-old filly Gil Queen wrench- 
ed her back a few weeks ago at Arling- 
ton Park. Then we have this 2-year-old 
King Hopeful, a brother to Hasty Road. 
He hasn’t done anything, but was acting 
very studdish, so after a bad race at Ar- 
lington Park we sent him to Kentucky to 
be gelded. But, as I said, this is all part 
of racing, and we’re not discouraged. But 
it got to the point I hated to get a phone 
call from my trainer (Harry Trotsek), be- 
cause I was afraid it would be more bad 
news.” 


40 Per Cent Foreign 


With Hasty Road and Oil Capitol in 
stud, and Sea O Erin to be retired at the 
end of this season, Hasty House obviously 
won't be as active at the yearling sales 
in the future. 

Last year the stable spent about $174.,- 
000 on yearlings, and another $200,000 
on other horses. Reuben figures the stable 
has to win between $250,000-$300.000 a 
year to break even. Some income is de- 
rived from sales of horses. 

Our 2-year-olds haven’t done much yet.” 
Reuben said. “Hasty Doll has won a 
stake, and she’s been closing very well. 
This colt Can Trust (On Trust—Canina) 
won his first start the other day. He’s a 
big sluggish colt in his works, and has 
always shown us a good late lick. It was 
kind of encouraging to see him right up 
with the pace the other day, and then 
win. There’s another 2-year-old colt called 
Alarullah (*Nasrullah—Marguery) that 
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looks promising. And we have a 2-year-old 
brother to *St. Vincent called *Sea Swell 


(Ocean Swell—Light of Day) that we 
have hopes for.” 
The Hasty House stable has raced 


many foreign-breds. Reuben likes to keep 
a ratio of approximately 60 per cent Amer- 
ican-bred horses and 40 per cent foreign- 
bred. “I’ve come to the conclusion that a 
stable is foolish to load up with grass 
runners, because 90 per cent of them 
won't run on the dirt. Here in Chicago 
grass horses have a lot of wonderful op- 
portunities, but we can’t race in Chicago 
alone. I’m very sold on Chicago racing, 
particularly Arlington Park and Washing- 
ton Park. There are opportunities for every 
type of horse. If I ever left Chicago it 
would be simply because I had a stable 
not good enough to compete here.” 


60 Per Cent Dam 


The Reubens have been in Thorough- 
bred racing about a dozen years, but for 
many years they had show jumpers. They 
showed numerous champions, with Mrs. 
Reuben as rider. The home place, Hasty 
House Farms, is comprised of 60 acres, 
814 miles from downtown Toledo. “There 
were 2 Hasty families, and they had ad- 
joining farms,” Reuben explained. Some 
horses are sent there to recuperate, and 
others, like Seaward and Inseparable, to 
be retired. There’s no training track but 
a turf course of “about a mile.” 

Reuben pointed out he purchased many 
yearlings when he had jumpers. “We paid 
most attention to sires then. Sons of Man 
o War and Haste had the best jumping 
strains. In racing, I think the dam con- 
tributes about 60 per cent of the success, 
the sire 40 per cent. Before I even see a 
yearling now it must pass my breeding 
test—preferably out of a stakes winner 
or producer of stakes winner, either by a 
proven sire or a young sire that was an 
exceptionally good race horse. Then I 
look the yearling over. It must be well 
balanced and clean. It doesn’t have to have 
a pretty head or be any particular color, 
or anything like that.” 

The Reubens like to have about 20 
horses in their racing stable. They usually 
sell a number of horses each year to stay 
within that approximate limit. They don’t 
race for profit, although Reuben conducts 
his racing on a businesslike basis. “People 
like ourselves couldn’t get into racing just 
for the commercial aspect,” Reuben said. 
“I know racing can be conducted on a 
sporting as well as business basis.” He is 
very active in his real estate management 
and securities business in Toledo. It’s only 
an hour by plane to Chicago, and often the 
inseparable Reubens are here 2 or 3 times 
a week. They were at Washington Park 
Saturday when their *King Bruce II 
scored an upset victory in the second divi- 
sion of the Meadowland Handicap.

A Strong Beginning 


The first 2 sessions of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company’s yearling sales at Saratoga in- 
dicated a market as strong as that which 
produced a 1956 average of $10,132, a 
record for the auction series established 
40 years ago. The 99 head which went 
through the ring brought $743,100, average 
$7.560; in the first 2 sessions last year 
86 bead sold for $593,900, average $6,906. 

The high average was maintained de- 
spite the fact that 22 of the 99 yearlings 
sold Monday and Tuesday nights went for 
less than $3,000, the lowest price of the 
rigidly selective auctions at Keeneland at 
the end of July. 

Saratoga’s yearling auctions usually 
rise to a closing crescendo; the biggest 
bidding was still ahead. Summaries of the 
first 2 sessions are given below. 


Monday Night, August 12 


The large crowd which attended the 
opening session of the Saratoga yearling 
sales noted that the bidding moved slowly, 
but the prices showed no perceptible varia- 
tion from the high market of recent years. 
Forty-nine head sold for $354,900, aver- 
age $7,243. Last year, when the first ses- 
sion included the record top price of 
$87,000, 45 head averaged $7,598. 

Higest price was $36,000, paid by H. 
G. Gaither, agent for F. Ambrose Clark. 
for Danada Farm’s colt by Polynesian out 
of Airy, dam of the stakes winners Snug- 
ger (by Polynesian) and Proud Pomp. 

Only other yearling to top $20,000 was 
Mrs. Marie A. Moore’s colt by *Nasrullah 
—*Badoura, sold to Harry F. Guggen- 
heim’s Cain Hoy Stable for $27,000. Mrs. 
Moore also got the third-highest price of 
the session, $16.500, for a colt by *Royal 
Serenade out of the noted race mare 
Gallorette. 

Five of those who sold 3 or more head 
at the first session had sold at Saratoga in 
1956. Burton D. Chait, Bertram N. Linder, 
and Mrs. Moore showed gains; Old West- 
port Place and Laguna Seca Ranch and 
James L. Wiley had lower averages.

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OBITUARY 


George W. Ring 


George W. Ring, 69, one of California’s 
most enthusiastic Thoroughbred breeders 
and owners, died at St. Vincent’s Hospital, 
Los Angeles, on the morning of August 
12. He had undergone an operation for a 
kidney ailment several weeks ago, but had 
recovered sufficiently to return home early 
in August. He suffered a relapse a few 
days before his death, and re-entered the 
hospital. 

An oil man for most of his life—he 
headed the Ring Oil Company, one of the 
largest independent companies on_ the 
West Coast—Mr. Ring was introduced to 
Thoroughbreds when his wife, Connie, 
bought the claiming horse Top Charge in 
1946. The Rings soon became buyers at 
the yearling sales. Their first good horse 
was Fleet Rings, a Count Fleet filly pur- 
chased for $46,000, top price of the 1948 
Keeneland summer sales. Fleet Rings won 
the 1949 Hollywood Lassie Stakes and 
placed in other stakes. Conversion, bought 
from Louis B. Mayer, was another stakes 
winner for the stable. There were many 
yearlings purchased which did not turn 
out as well, but Mr. Ring always kept a 
cheerful and optimistic view of the sport. 

In 1950 Mr. Ring purchased a 125-acre 
farm at Beaumont, Calif., about 85 miles 
east of Los Angeles. The tract had been 
developed in 1946 by Martin Zalud, but 
Mr. Ring added many improvements and 
made the farm—which he called Thre2 
Rings Ranch—one of the most modern in 
California. 

The Rings accumulated a large brood- 
mare band, and this year their home-bred 
Market Basket has been the most consist- 
ent filly on the West Coast. Mr. Ring told 
-a West Coast writer this year that the 
success of Market Basket had given him 
more satisfaction than any other horse 
he had owned. 

Eight stallions stood this year at Three 
‘Rings—Admiral Drake, Conversion, Cover 
Up, Joystick, Solidarity, Eiffel Tower, 
Moolah Bux, Southarlington. Conversion 
and Joystick were owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Ring. 

Mr. Ring was active in working for the 
improvement of purses and_backstretch 
conditions at the California tracks. He had 
been president of the California division 
of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec- 
tive Association since 1954. 

Survivors include Mrs. Ring; 4 brothers, 
Rex, Earl, Gordon, and Gilbert Ring; and 
2 sisters, Mrs. Emma Doyle and Mrs. 
Hazel Griffith. ~-

own generation and friend of 3 generations 
of horsemen and Broadway stars, suffered 
a cerebral hemorrhage on August 12 and 
died shortly after being taken from her 
apartment .in the Plaza Hotel to the Roose- 
velt Hospital in New York. She had lived 
at the Plaza for 50 years, and claimed to 
have been the first guest to sign the regis- 
ter when the hotel was opened in 1907. A 
native of Lexington, she was married to 
Julius S. Walsh Jr., of St. Louis, on De- 
cember 30, 1905, and they were divorced 
in October, 1923, after a long seperation. 
She held almost equal loyalties to Bel- 
mont Park, Saratoga, and the Broadway 
stage. 


William Hornblower 


William B. Hornblower, 62, former 
president of the California Jockey Club, 
which owns and operates Bay Meadows, 
died at his home in San Mateo, Calif., on 
August 6. Despite a heart ailment, he had 
remained active until 2 weeks before his 
death. 

Mr. Hornblower was active in Cali- 
fornia politics for many years. He served 
in the state assembly for 18 years, from 
1920 to 1938, and in 1933 he sponsored 
the bill which legalized pari-mutuel bet- 
ting on horse races in the state. The fol- 
lowing year he was associated with Joe 
Cohen and the late William P. Kyne in 
organizing the California Jockey Club, 
which he served as attorney until his 
death. He represented the track at hear- 
ings before the California Horse Racing 
Board and legislative committees. He was 
a director of the track for 20 years and 
served as president from 1946 to 1954. He 
was re-elected to the post late last year, 
but declined to serve because of ill health. 

Survivors include his wife, Mrs. Grace 
Hornblower; a daughter, Mrs. Thor C. 
Cjerdrum; a brother, Fred A. Hornblow- 
er; and 4 grandchildren. 


Daverne Emery 


Daverne Emery, 46, leading trainer at 
the recent Menmouth Park meeting, died 
at Monmouth Memorial Hospital on Au- 
gust 6, an hour after he had suffered a 
cerebral hemorrhage. 

A native of Grinnell, Iowa, Mr. Emery 
turned from Standardbreds to Thorough- 
breds in the late 1920’s, and rode a few 
years before increasing weighed forced 
his retirement es a jockey. He became a 
jockey’s agent in 1930, turned to training 
2 years later. He had raced a stable at 
Eastern tracks for the last 25 years. ex- 
cept for a period during World War II 
when he served with the Army. 

Mr. Emery’s clients included Henry H. 
Hecht and the Carolyn K Stable of Irving 
Kirschbaum. The stakes winner  Pro- 
Brandy was one of the horses he trained 
for Carolyn K. He previously had trained 
for Sylvester Rich and Jerry McCarthy, 
and had operated a public stable. 

Survivors include his wife, Mrs. Betty 
Nagy Emery; a daughter, Miss Rhoda 
Emery; and a brother, Leonard Emery, 
who will take over the Carolyn K Stable. 
Leonard’s son, James Emery, will train 
Hecht’s horses. 


Lady Wentworth 


Lady Wentworth, 84, England’s ieading 
breeder of Arab horses and the author 
of several books on horse breeding, died 
August 9 at a hospital at Crawley, Sussex. 
For many years she had managed the 
family’s stud at Crabbet. The Arab stal- 
lion Skowronek, which stood there, was 
the sire of numerous horses successful in 
the leading shows of Europe and the 
United States. 


Dr. John Saprausk 


Dr. John Saprausk, resident veter- 
inarian at the Rex C. Ellsworth ranch at 
Chino, Calif., died of a heart attack late 
in July, a few days before he was to have 
left for Kentucky for consultations with 
veterinarians and research workers on 
problems of breeding and fertility, a field 
in which he had specialized. Under the 
terms of his agreement with Ellsworth, Dr. 
Saprausk worked 9 months of each year at 
the ranch and spent the remaining 3 
months in study.

Swaps at Darby Dan 


Swaps was stabled last week in the old 
stallion barn where *North Star III, Black 
Toney, Bubbling Over, Blue Larkspur, and 
other horses owned by the late E. R. Brad- 
ley made their home. The California 
champion left the Rex Ellsworth ranch at 
Chino and was flown from Burbank to 
Chicago on the morning of August 7. 
Shortly after his 12:18 p. m. arrival he 
was led into one of John Muth’s vans and 
began the trip to Darby Dan Farm at 
Lexington, with manager Olin Gentry’s 
son Tommy in attendance. He arrived at 
his new Kentucky home the next morning 
at 3:30. 

The big son of *Khaled was put on the 
scales later in the morning and weighed 
1.245 pounds. Olin Gentry, making allow- 
ance for the effocts of the trip, estimated 
that he would weigh about 1,300 pounds 
in a few weeks. The off hind leg fractured 
and refractured shortly after John W. Gal- 
breath bought a half-interest in the horse 
last summer had healed without complica- 
tion. “We are exercising him on a lunge 
line.” Gentry said, “and he gallops perfect- 
ly sound. We'll give him a physical check- 
up, including an X-ray of the fracture, in 
a couple of weeks.” 

Swaps will make his second season in 
the stud at Darby Dan Farm in 1958, 
but no further plans have been announced. 
The record of his first year in the stud is 
not yet clear, but there was “no question 
as to his fertility.” Darby Dan Farm sent 
12 of its mares to California this year, bred 
11 of them to Swaps, the other one to 
*Khaled. Ellsworth will send mares to 
Kentucky to be covered by Swaps in 1958. 

No stud fee will be announced, Gentrv 
said. Ellsworth and Galbreath will use 
most of the services, and the few outside 
seasons available have been allot:e1 al- 
ready. 


Mrs. Hunter Buys Brownwood 


B. M. Browning has sold his 200-acre 
Brownwood Farm, near Lexington, to Mrs. 
Mary H. Hunter, of Gates Mills, Ohio, and 
Albany, Ga. Possession will be given No- 
vember 15. 

Browning, who obtained one of the 
highest prices of the recent Keeneland 
summer sales—$39,000 for a colt half- 
brother, by Olvmpia, to the Prix Robert 
Papin winner Neptune II—said he was 
retiring from the Thoroughbred business 
“for a little while.” His 3 broodmares will 
be sold at the Keeneland fall sales. He 
will retain his yearlings, selling them at 
Keeneland in 1958. 

Mrs. Hunter, a first cousin of Mrs. 
Parker Poe, owner of Shawnee Farm, has 
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raced a small stable for several years, and 
she also owns several broodmares. Most 
of her stock has been purchased from Hal 
Price Headley. 


Summer Tan Retired 
Mrs. John W. Galbreath last week an- 


nounced that Summer Tan was being taken 
out of training and would enter the stud 
next year at Darby Dan Farm, Lexington. 
The horse arrived in Lexington from Sara- 
toga on the morning of August 15. 


“He hurt himself in Florida last win- 
ter,’ Mrs. Galbreath said, “and never 
fully recovered. He isn’t able to race at 
his best, so I have decided to retire him.” 

The big son of *Heliopolis—Miss Zibby, 
by Omaha, was one of the fastest and 
gamest of the extraordinary 1952 crop of 
foals. As a 2-year-old he won the Youthful, 
United States Hotel, Cowdin, and Garden 
State Stakes and finished second in the 
Juvenile, National Stallion, and Hopeful 
Stakes. Nashua won the year-end polls as 
the best 2-year-old, but Frank E. Kilroe 
gave Summer Tan top weight of 128 
pounds in the Experimental Free Handi- 
cap. 

At 3 Summer Tan raced only 3 times. 
He won an overnight race, was beaten a 
nose by Nashua in the Wood Memorial, 
and finished third to Swaps and Nashua 
in the Kentucky Derby, when his ankles 
had begun to give trouble. A few weeks 
later he was sent back to Kentucky for 
firing and a long rest. 

Last year Summer Tan finished second 
in 6 stakes before winding up the season 
in top form with victories in the Vos- 
burgh and Gallant Fox (new track rec- 
ord for 15g miles) Handicaps and the 
Pimlico Special. His seconds included the 
Edgemere, Arlington, Washington Park, 
and Trenton Handicavs, the Hawthorne 
Gold Cup, and the Whitney Stakes. He 
was given 125 pounds in the Blood-Horse

Handicap, 9 below Swaps and 7 below 
Nashua. 


In Florida last winter Summer Tan won 
the McLennan Handicap, then finished 
second in the Widener Handicap. He in- 
jured his ankle again, and has not raced 
since. 

In 4 seasons Summer Tan won 11 of 28 
starts, finished second 12 times and third 
twice, and earned $542,796.

Best horse owned by shoe manufacturer Herman 
B. Delman during his 20-odd years in racing was 
the mare How, which earned $157,075 in 4 sea- 
sons and won the Kentucky and Coaching Club 
American Oaks and the Ladies Handicap. How's 
first foal, the Roman filly Pocahontas, arrived at 
E. Barry Ryan’s Normandy Farm, Lexington, 
on February 19, 1955. Delman died in the fall 
of 1955, and his estate sold the filly to W. C. 
Stephens, agent for Raymond Guest, for $36,000 
at the 1956 Keeneland summer sales. It was the 
third-highest price of the sale for a filly. 

Pocahontas began racing for Guest, who calls 
this stable Powhatan, on April 2. In her first 6 
starts she won 2 overnight races and finished 
second to Poly Hi in the National Stallion and 
Astoria Stakes. For the Schuylerville Stakes, with 
Poly Hi absent, she was second choice to the 
Sorority Stakes winner Bridgework. 

Sweet Mandy, Our Kretchen, and Bridgework 
had the most early speed, as Pocahontas started 
slowly. Our Kretchen quit after 3 furlongs, and 
Bridgework began to draw away from Sweet Mandy 
at the eighth-pole, where Pocahontas had moved to 
third but still trailed Bridgework by 5 lengths.

In a 1;s-mile allowance race at Belmont Park 
on July 25 Ricci Tavi set a new track record in 
defeating Tick Tock, Kingmaker, and Riley. When 
the 4 met again in the Whitney Stakes at Sara- 
toga the public made Ricci Tavi favorite and 
Kingmaker fifth chcice in the field of 6. 

Ricci Tavi led the way to the last furlong, with 
Tick Tock never more than a length behind. Both 
weakened in the drive and Kingmaker and Riley 
went past them, the *Princequillo gelding beating 
his “nephew” by a neck. The winner ran the 1% 
miles in a relatively slow 1:52% and paid $15.10. 

This year Kingmaker had started 10 times before 
the Whitney, winning the New Orleans and Grey 
Lag Handicaps and running third in the Edge- 
mere Handicap. His 1957 stakes victories have all 
been at 1% miles, and with weights of 115 or 116 
pounds. 

Foaled May 26, 1953, at Robert A. Alexander’s 
Bosque Bonita Farm, Versailles, Ky., Kingmaker 
was the second foal of the stakes-winning Raise 
You, a Case Ace mare which Cortright Wetherill 
bought for $7,400 at the 1947 Saratoga sales. Last 
year Kingmaker won the Kent Stakes and was 
given 115 pounds in the Blood-Horse Handicap.

of the 2 $100,000 invitational races offered at At- 
lantic City. The son of *Princequillo won by a 
decisive margin of 3 lengths, but in moving to the 
inside for his rally at the 3%4-furlong pole he 
crowded Helfast, which in turn knocked Wild 
Ride into the fence. The stewards took down 
Dedicate’s number and placed him last. Into first 
place moved *Royal Beacon II, which had been 
second except for a brief time on the turn when 
he held a narrow lead. Helfast, which recovered 
well after being bumped, was moved up from 
third to second place. 

Dedicate’s time was 245 seconds faster than the 
track record set by Turbine in 1946, but the 
stewards ruled that it would not be recognized 
as a track record, and on Monday they suspended 
jockey Eddie Arcaro 10 days for careless riding. 

*Royal Beacon II was acquired privately by J. 
E. O’Connell’s Green Dunes Farm as a yearling. 
He raced for Green Dunes until June 17 of this 
year, when he was claimed for $12,000 by Syl- 
vester Rich, oil and gas construction man from 
Bradford, Pa. In his 10 years as an owner Rich 
has acquired most of his horses by claiming. 

*Royal Beacon II was the eighth of *Royal 
Charger’s European progeny to win important 
races in the U. S. The others were *Turn-to, 
*Royal Serenade, *Aughill, *Balaklava II, *Mab’s 
Choice, *Bell O Shandon, and *Royal Rasher. His 
stakes winners this year are *Royal Rasher and 
Royal Clipper, a 2-year-old colt from his first 
American crop. *Royal Charger, bought by a 
syndicate from the Irish National Stud in 1953, 
now stands at Leslie Combs II’s Spendthrift Farm. 
Members of *Royal Beacon II’s family previously 
brought to the U. S. were *Hollywood and the 
remount stallion *Friar Dolan.

When 18 horses were entered for the 6-furlong 
Meadowland Handicap at Washington Park, the 
management split the stakes into 2 divisions. Favor- 
ite in the first division was Royal Sting, which 
had won his last 3 starts, including a 5%-furlong 
turf event. The outsize Munchausen, seventh 
choice in the field of 10, held close: to the pace

winner Godiva and the Irish triple crown 
winner Windsor Slipper. 


Germany’s Mogul 


The first international contest of the 
year in Germany was the Grosser Preis 
von Nordrhein-Westfalen, 154 miles, at 
Duesseldorf July 28. The only invaders 
were the 5-year-old Cobetto (Migoli— 
Neocracy, by Nearco) and the 4-year-old 
Camalion (Tenagrello—Garance, by Tele- 
ferique). both from France. The German 
contingent included, besides the good 
older horses, the 3-year-olds which had 
finished first, third, and fourth in this 


years German Derby—Orsini, Utrillo, 
and Mogul. 
The 4-year-old Bernardus (Allgau— 


Blumenmadel, by Ticino), winner of the 
1956 Deutsches St. Leger, made the run- 
ning. as he usually does, and was joined 
near the half-way mark by Camalion, but 


Mogul caught them at the last bend and 
went on to win by 11% lengths, with 
Camalion second, a length ahead of Bern- 
ardus. Cobetto was a good fourth, ahead 
of Feuerball, Fiorellina, Orsini, and 
Utrillo. 

Mogul. which, like Orsini, belongs to 
the Erlenhof Stud, has improved greatly 
this year. He had previously gained an 
easy victory over the Deutsches Derby 
second, Windfang, in a 114-mile race at 
Cologne. He is a son of the great sire 
Ticino, and his dam, Marschallin (Janus 
—Marliese, by Graf Ferry), is from the 
same family as the German Guineas and 
Derby winner Mangon. 


Outsider Wins Prix Eugene Adam 


The Prix Eugene Adam 114-mile. run 
at St. Cloud July 21, provides an oppor- 
tunity for good 3-year-olds which had 
no luck in the classic races. The hot fa- 
vorites were Apostol and Royaumont, both 
unplaced in the Derby at Epsom. Fourth 
choice was the American-bred Mehdi 
(*Mahmoud—Elpis, by Blue Larkspur), 
winner of the Prix du Lys over the Prix 
du Jockey Club course. The going was 
heavy, and the favorites were all well 
beaten, Apostol finishing third to the 
outsiders Balbo (Apple Pie—Blue Bottle, 
by Blue Moon) and Flying Relic (Relic— 
Flying Lady, by Asterus). Balbo won by 
a neck, and Apostol was 2 lengths behind

Balbo, owned by Georges Wildenstein, 
had raced largely over the shorter dis- 
tances. He had won at a mile, finished 
third in the Prix Pourtales and a good 
fourth, beaten less than 2 lengths, in the 
St. James’s Palace Stakes; afterwards he 
had beaten Midget at 7 furlongs. His sire.

On, was a promising 2-year-old whose 
career was halted by an accident. Puiselle, 
the winner’s granddam, produced the 
good filly Bouselle, which finished second 
in the Poule d’Essai and met with an 
accident before the Prix de Diane. 


The Colt from Keeneland 


The first leg of the 2-year-old triple 
crown in France, the 6-furlong Prix Rob- 
ert Papin at Maisons-Laffitte July 28, 
brought an American triumph.

B. Widener’s Neptune II was second choice 
in the betting and far the best in the 
running. He won unchallenged, by 5 
lengths, from the favorite, Mme. Leon 
Volterra’s Edellic (Relic—Edelfrau, by 
Admiral Drake), which had a 214-length 
margin over the third, Yoggi (Wild Mec 
—Eos. by Solferino). The filly Yla was 
fourth of the 13 runners.

SCOTLAND 


Bred by William I’Anson *Bonnie Scotland was foaled in 
England in 1853—two years earlier than *Eclipse, five years 
earlier than *Australian—the three founders of the American 
males lines of Ben Brush, Domino, and Fair Play, respec- 
tively. He was by Iago, and was the seventh foal of the 
distinguished broodmare Queen Mary, dam of five other 
celebrated horses including Blink Bonnie, 


was sold and moved to Illinois where he passed through 
several people’s hands, and seemed doomed to obscurity. 
He was saved by the successes of his Kentucky sired foals 
which lifted *Bonnie Scotland to the position of second lead- 
ing sire. When Vandal, premier sire of General W. G. 
Harding’s Belle Meade Stud (near Nashville) died, “Bonnie 
Scotland was purchased and began service 


second of the six fillies that have won the 
Epsom Derby since 1870. *Bonnie Scotland 
did not start at two due to an injury which 
also curtailed his career as a 3-year-old. 
He broke down after winning two of his Sc 

four starts. Unsuccessfully offered for sale ve . 
in England, he was then exported to Amer- 

ica. *Bonnie Scotland arrived in New York 

in November of 1857, and after five months : 
he was finally sold to Reber and Kutz of

at Belle Meade in 1873 at the age of 20. 
This great collection of mares, plus other 
high-class mares from Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky, offered him the opportunity to show 
his worth. In 1876 *Bonnie Scotland’s first 
Belle Meade-bred 2-year-olds came out and 
two years later he ranked first among 
the living sires; “Leamington had died. 
In 1880 *Bonnie Scotland was the leading 
American sire. He had died that year on

Lancaster, Ohio, where he remained in 
service for the next nine years. Reber’s broodmares were 
not numerous but they were good (Reber owned the famous 
mare Fashion.) Bonnie Scotland’s get from these nine seasons 
(1858—1866) attracted favorable attention due to Dan- 
gerous, Malcom, Rochester, Nell Gwynn, etc. Consequently 
E. A. Smith purchased a_ half-interest in *Bonnie Scot- 
land in 1867, and moved him to stand at W. F. Harper’s at 
Midway, Kentucky (where Boston and *Glencoe formerly 
stood. Though he was not heavily patronized some of 
the leading Kentucky breeders, including R. A. Alexander 
of Woodburn, sent mares to him. In 1866 *Bonnie Scotland 


February 1 at the age of 27. The next 
year he slipped to fourth place, but in 1882 he again was 
the leading sire, but as his last few foals had come in 1880 
*Bonnie Scotland’s prominence declined rapidly. Salvator 
eredits “Bonnie Scotland with 322 winning horses which 
won 1,137 races and $681,942 from 1863—1890 inclusive. 


At Belle Meade “Bonnie Scotland sired his best three sons: 
Luke Blackburn, Bramble, George Kinney, and his best 
daughter, Glidelia. Only Bramble was bred by Belle Meade, 
and after a trial at Belle Meade, Bramble was discarded 
only to sire Ben Brush later to perpetuate the line.
